The blouse and hip drapery wiil take a
little more tme to complete, althouxh
they are both very simple and easy
develop. The blouss receives attention
first and is cut from any good kimono
walst pattern. The goods may be draped
right on the figure. but this mode of pro-
cedure may be Aifficult for a person to
follow who is not familiar with this kind
of work. The walst will not require
fitting—simply adjusting to the style of
boluse pictured, which means cutting the
material away at the front to show a
soft vest of draped tulle, with a collar of
the same material.

When making the blouss there Is only
one thing that the amateur need be
cautioned about, and that is to see that
there Is sufficlent fullnes® of the mea-
terial at the
fashionable smart blousef A sultable
tulle collar and vest can be bought ready
to wear, for about $250, This will save
considerable time In the making, but if
one prefers to do the work at home a
fitted skeleton wWalst of net should be
made, and the tulle collar and vest at-
tached to the net. The net is cut from
under the tulle at the front. The net
waist is finished at the lower edge with
